Adair resigned from tho Park b »%r<i of the city 
of Brainerd he concluded a service to tile city that has been ren­ 
dered efficiently a n ti.whole-heartedly through a period of four­ 
teen years. 
Mr. Adair w as apjiointed a member of the Park board 
when it was formed fourteen years ago and has served it through 
all these years with u splendid abandon that is not often dupli­ 
cated. 
Citizens of Brainerd regretted that he had come to the 
c o n c lu sio n that ho had served as long as he ought to. 
Mr. Adair 
has always wished to have others take their part in civic affairs 
and afler serving fourteen years lit* decided to withdraw so that 
someone else might have this opportunity of serving the city. 
The Park board has rtiade a splendid record (luffing its exist­ 
ence and much of the credit for its line record rests upon S. ft. 
Adair. The funds devoted to park purpose* arc not any too gen­ 
erous, in fact the amount allowed from city funds is altogether 
too small to allow of those improvements that members of the 
board wish to have made from time to time. 
Three quarters of a 
mill^docs not go very far, .and it is largely because of the close 
attention to the 
arks that has been given by Mr. Adair that it 
has been sir* tofu I out It e way it has. 
He has tirelessly watched 
over the affairs of the hoard, bas seen that monies expended were 
used to the hest advantage, has offered good suggestions to the men 
who have done the work in the parks, and by his enthusiasm for 
this work ha-; raised very considerable amounts that have been 
expended in m aking Brainerd more beautiful. 
All of Mr. A dair’s attention has not been given to Gregory 
park. 
He has sought to keep other grounds used for park pur­ 
poses in good condition, and has always hoped that at some time 
more money might be devoted to this purpose, which would make 
possible attractive parks in other parts of the city. 
Mr. A dair’s conscientious service is highly appreciated by 
the residents of Brainerd who regret that he has felt that the 
place must be vpealed in fa /or of someone else. 
During the four­ 
teen years of his service he has freely given of his time to the 
affairs of the board and has helped to develop our city parks. 
It 
is to be hoped that the remembrance of this record will stimulate 
others to bike a larger interest in civic affairs,

THE evidence that has been submitted goes to show that pris­ 
oners working in the Putnam Lumber company camp at Clara, 
Florida, were treated with such cruelty that it is bani to believe 
that such inhuman treatment could be meted out in a civilised 
country. 
Martin Tabert, a North Dakota boy, died as a result 
of the cruel treatment meted out to him. 
lf this boy had been convicted for some gravely serious crime 
against civilization people would not be so moved by the story of 
the atrocities that were worked upon him. 
Rut his crime was 
not any more serious than that of riding on a freight train, and 
for this he w as arrested and imprisoned. 
Such a charge is not of 
the character that would prove that he w as a hardened criminal 
or an inhuman wretch. 
Youths have committed this offense for 
the thrill of the experience, aud others have committed it be­ 
cause they could not pay the fare from one point to the next. 
CH 
course he who breaks a law must pay the penalty that the law im­ 
poses on these who violate law. 
People are shocked not by the 
imprisonment but by tho character of the imprisonment. 
If the story told by this boy and his associates in the prison 
camp are true, then the conditions that existed in the time of 
feudalism and slavery have been outdone in Florida in the year 
1923. 
Nothing less than revulsion is felt in reading the Horrible 
details of the punishments melt d out to prisoners in this “ peonage” 
camp. 
Beaten with many stripes, underfed, forced to work with­ 
out shoes to safeguard their b e t from the rough places in which 
they worked and the thorns that tore them until they bled, beaten 
with many stripes because, in one case cited, a damaged hoe han­ 
dle broke off, forced to run from one working place to the next, 
without sufficient clothing to keep out the cold, with no bathing 
facilities so that they did not wash even their hands and faces for 
weeks, and sleeping three together under one dirty blanket, such 
are some of tin1 conditions that men endured to atone for the crime 
of riding on a freight train. 
This story of man’s inhumanity, tilled as it is with revolting 
details, will bring to all end this cruelty, but it will not restore the 
boy whose life was claimed by it, nor will it heal the wounds of 
those who, treated thus, have been wounded much deeper than the 
surface. 
Manhood is not easily retained under such debasing 
influences and respect for civilization js crushed out. 
The spark 
of love for country that burns in every man’s breast is likely to 
be extinguished when such atrocities are perpetrated in the name 
o f the law. 
The spirit hat is vindictive or vengeful is not a good one but 
it is hard lo with 
>ld the expression of a desire that those who 
have so betrayed American honor and justice, and have proved 
the brutality of their natures, should lie required to submit to a 
measure o f the cruelty that they have meted out to prisoners in 
their charge. 
Justice demands the punishment of those who bru­ 
tally mistreated their prisoners and betrayed the law that they 
were pledged to respect. 
The lashes that fell on the backs of these 
men have been heard by a civilized people who will save their civil­ 
ization by demanding the punishment of the guards.

Adair resigned from tho Park bo%rd of the city 
of Brainerd he concluded a service to thy city that has been rem 
dered efficiently and .whole-heartedly through a period of four 
teen years. 
Mr. Adair was appointed a member of the Park board 
when it was formed fourteen years ago and has solved it through 
all these years with a splendid abandon that is not often dupli 
rated. 
Citizens of Brainerd regretted that he had come to the 
conclusion that he had served as long as he ought to. 
Mr. Adair 
has always washed to have others take their part in civic affairs 
and after serving fourteen years he decided to withdraw so that 
someone else might have this opportunity of serving the city. 
The Park board has rtiade a .splendid record during its exist­ 
ence and much of the credit for its fine record rests upon S. R. 
Adair. 
The funds devoted to park purposes are not any too gen­ 
erous, in fact the amount allowed from city funds is altogether 
too small to allow of those improvements that members of the 
board wish to have made from time to time. 
Throe quarters of a 
mi Undoes not go very far, and it is largely because of the close 
attention to the parks that has been given by Mr. Adair that it 
has been stretched out the way it has. 
He has tirelessly watched 
over the affairs of the board, has seen that monies expended were 
used to the best advantage, has offered good suggestions to the men 
who have done the work in the parks, and by his enthusiasm for 
this work has raised very considerable amounts that have been 
expended in making Brainerd more beautiful. 
All of Mr. Adair’s attention has not been given to Gregory 
park. 
He has sought to keep other grounds used for park pur­ 
poses in good condition, and has always hoped that at some time 
more money might he devoted to this purpose, which would make 
possible attractive parks in other parts of the city. 
Mr. Adair’s conscientious service is highly appreciated by 
the residents of Brainerd who regret that he has felt that the 
place must be vacated in favor of someone else. 
During the four­ 
teen years of his service he has freely given of his time to the 
affairs of the board and has helped to develop our city parks. 
It 
is to be hoped that the remembrance of this record will stimulate 
others to take a larger interest iii civic affairs. 
In this way tho 
life of our cities is made desirable— desirable because public- 
spirited citizens are ready to give of their time to making a city 
beautiful?

If this boy had been convicted for some gravely serious crime 
against civilization people would not be so moved by the story ut 
the atrocities that were worked upon him. 
But his crime was 
not any more serious than that ot riding on a freight train, and 
for this he was arrested and imprisoned. 
Such a charge is not of 
the character that would prove that he was ^ hardened criminal 
or an inhuman wretch. 
Youths have committed this offense for 
the thrill of the experience, and others have committed it be­ 
cause they could not pay the fare from one point to the next. 
OI 
course he who breaks a law must pay the penalty that the law im­ 
poses on those who violate law. 
People are shocked not by the 
imprisonment but by the character ot the imprisonment. 
If the story told by this boy and his associates in the prison 
camp are true, then the conditions that existed in the time of 
feudalism and slavery have been outdone in Florida in the year 
1928. 
Nothing less than revulsion is felt ip reading the horrible 
details of the punishments meted out to prisoners in this “peonage” 
camp. 
Beaten with many stripes, underfed, forced to work with­ 
out shoes to safeguard their feet from the rough places in which 
they worked and the thorns that tore them until they bled, beaten 
w ith many stripes because, iii one case cited, a damaged hoe han­ 
dle broke off, forced to run from one working place to the next, 
without sufficient clothing to keep out the cold, with no bathing 
facilities so that they did not wash even their hands and faces for 
weeks, and sleeping three together under one dirty blanket, such 
are some of the conditions that men endured to atone for the crime 
of riding on a freight train 
This story of man’s inhumanity, filled as it is with revolting 
details, will bring to an end this cruelty, but it will not restore the 
boy whose life was claimed by it, nor will it heal the wounds of 
those who, treated thus, have been wounded much deeper than the 
surface. 
Manhood is not easily retained under such debasing 
influences and respect for civilization is crushed out. 
The spark 
of love for country that burns in every man’s breast is likely to 
be extinguished when such atrocities are perpetrated in the name 
o f the law. 
The spirit bat is vindictive or vengeful is not a good one but 
it is hard to w it.i .ald the expression of a desire that those who 
have so betrayed American honor and justice, and have proved 
the brutality of their natures, should be required to submit to a 
measure of the cruelty that they have meted out to prisoners in 
their charge. 
Justice demands the punishment of those who bru­ 
tally mistreated their prisoners and betrayed the law that they 
were pledged to respect. 
The lashes that fell on the backs of these 
men have been heard by a civilized people who will save their civil­ 
ization by demanding the punishment of the guards.
